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Health Symposium Closes Current Season 


The final monthly meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society convened in the 
North Ballroom of the Stevens Hotel on 
Tuesday evening, May 20. The subject, 
“Good Health for the Dentist,” attracted 
a crowd of members and climaxed a very 
successful series of meetings for this sea- 
son. Robert G. Kesel and his committee 
in charge of the programs for the monthly 
meetings deserve much credit. He and 
the committee have worked hard for our 
benefit and their only reward is the grat- 
itude of the members. 

Robert I. Humphrey conducted the 
meeting and after approval of the min- 
utes of the last meeting asked’ Robert J. 
Wells to read a resolution pertaining to 
announcements and listings of dentists. 
This resolution appears elsewhere in this 
issue. The new officers and directors of 
the Society were installed and the branch 
presidents presented with certificates of 
appreciation for their service to the So- 
ciety. 

Dr. Louis P. Austin of Rochester, 
Minnesota spoke on “Common Ailments 
of Dentists Treated at the Mayo Clinic.” 
He statistically reviewed the two hundred 
and seventy-three dentists registered at 
the clinic in 1940. His conclusions were, 
that as a group, dentists were “reason- 
ably healthy” and suffered from no spe- 
cific occupational disease trends. The 
statistical presentation seemed difficult 
for the audience to grasp. 

Dr. Fremont A. Chandler spoke next 
on the subject, “Posture—Bone, Joint 


and Muscle Disturbances.” He holds the 
view that there is no true occupational 
disease of dentists. Their diseases are the 
same as those of any other indoor worker. 
Dr. Chandler summarized these as 
atrophy from lack of exercise. He felt 
that the much talked of sacro-iliac trou- 
ble is not so common and the seldom 
referred to lumbar-sacral trouble is much 
more frequently encountered. The in- 
clined plane resulting from the heel of 
our shoe is not a mechanically sound 
principle of support. Economics make 
the heel necessary, but good arch support 
and sufficient room can partly compen- 
sate for it. Too small a stocking will act 
the same as too small a shoe. Bursitis of 
the shoulder is a manifestation of meta- 
bolic changes. 

Dr. Chauncey Maher concluded the 
program with the subject, “Cardiac Dis- 
eases—Their Symptoms and Preven- 
tion.” He believes that increased life ex- 
pectancy brings about an increase in 
degenerative heart disease. Dr. Maher 
does not approve of the treatment of 
hypertension by sympathetic resection. 
The use of drugs is limited and of ques- 
tionable value, but the elimination of 
fatigue is imperative. He says, “there is 
no such thing as cholesteral free diet.” 
In rheumatic valve disease a recurrence 
in middle life should be guarded against. 
The four essential methods are to check 
for goiter and gall bladder disease, avoid 
fatigue and get plenty of sunshine.— 
Henry Q. Conley. 
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Minutes of Regular Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society 


May 20, 1947 


The last regular monthly meeting of 
the current season was called to order 
by President Humphrey at 8:30 p.m. 

Motion was regularly made and sever- 
ally seconded that the reading of the 
minutes of the meeting of April 15 be 
dispensed with inasmuch as they have 
been published in the Fortnightly Re- 
view. Motion carried. 


It was then regularly made and sev- 
erally seconded that the minutes of the 
meeting of April 15 be approved as 
prepared by the Secretary and published 
in the May 15 issue of the Fortnightly 
Review. Motion carried. 


Reports of boards and standing com- 
mittee—none. 


Reports of special committees—none. 
Unfinished business—none. 
New business— 


President Humphrey announced that 
the Board of Directors, at the suggestion 
of a group of members, had prepared a 
resolution for the consideration of the 
body pertaining to listings and announce- 
ments of dentists. The President stated 
that this resolution would be published 
in the Fortnightly Review and again 
presented at the next regular meeting 
for official action. Secretary Wells then 
read the following resolution: 
WHEREAS, the American Dental Association 
has revised its Code of Ethics and placed 
some of the responsibility for regulating the 


conduct of members upon the membership 
of the district dental societies, and 
WHEREAS, the provisions as set forth in Sec- 
tions 3 and 4 of the Code of Ethics relating 
to printed cards, letterheads, announcements 
and directories specifically delegate the power 
to establish ethical rules of conduct to the 
district societies, and 

WHEREAS, it is the practice of publishers of 
media of all kinds to solicit advertisements 
commonly called “professional cards” from 
members of the dental profession, and 
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North Ballroom—Stevens Hotel 


WHEREAS, the publication of such cards or 
advertisements tends to give the members 
concerned public notice to the disadvantage 


- of members not so announcing themselves, and 


WHEREAS, the Dental Practice Act of the 
State of Illinois, in Section 4a, specifically 
prohibits a dentist from holding himself out 
to the public as a specialist in any of the 
branches of dentistry without. first obtaining 
a certificate from the Department of Regis- 
tration and Education, and 
WHEREAS, it now becomes incumbent upon 
the Chicago Dental Society, in the interest 
of its members and of the public, to regulate 
announcements and directory listings, follow- 
ing regulations: 
No member of the Chicago Dental Society 
shall print or publish, or authorize the 
printing or publication of his name, tele- 
phone number, address or information per- 
taining to practice in any publication or 
directory distributed within the territorial 
jurisdiction of this Society, using any con- 
spicuous style of type and wording generally 
in use; nor shall any member use such 
wording as “Phone for Appointment,” “If 
No Answer Call—,” “Hours Daily except 
Wednesday,” or any other similar wording 
which shall tend to give his announcement 
visual prominence over other names listed; 
nor shall any member insert a professional 
card in newspapers or programs for social, 
church, school or community events, or any 
similar media, 
Provided, however, that nothing in this 
resolution shall prohibit a member who 
holds a certificate in any of the recognized 
specialties of dentistry, issued by the State 
of Illinois, from indicating in modest type 
after his name the limited practice au- 
thorized by his certificate, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any 
member who uses any listing or announce- 
ments contrary to the regulations as provided 
in this resolution or the Code of Ethics of 
the American Dental Association, or who shall 
violate any of the provisions of the Dental 
Practice Act of the State of Illinois, shall be 
guilty of unethical conduct, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that proper 
notice of the adoption of this resolution shall 
be published in the official journal of this

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EDITORIAL 


PUNCTUATION——GOOD AND BAD 


A survey of the papers presented at the 1947 Midwinter Meeting reveals 
that many of them either have punctuation marks to burn or leave them out 
altogether, except for an occasional period. One essayist apparently couldn’t 
make up his mind where to use commas and semicolons so he compromised 
by using dashes exclusively. All of which leads up to the thought that a few 
remarks anent punctuation might be of some use to budding authors, branch 
correspondents and the like. 

In a recent issue of the Naval Medical Bulletin, the editor offers a few 
helpful hints regarding the use of certain devices for subdividing a sentence. 
He writes that, in general, punctuation is overdone and if an article is held 
up and shaken well so that a shower of commas descends from it, the punctua- 
tion will be greatly improved. He cites Oscar Wilde who, while writing a 
poem, spent all morning putting in a comma and all afternoon taking it out. 
Obviously such perfectionism is neither expected nor desired in dental literature. 

Punctuation marks have been called the traffic signs and signals that act 
as guides for the reader. They tell him when to stop or slow down, when to 
make detours or take short cuts. They prevent collision among words and con- 
fusion in meaning. They make reading safer and surer. Early writing looked- 
likethisbecausethewordswerejoinedalltogether. It took centuries to invent even 
the most simple and essential of all punctuation marks—the space between 
words. Not until the sixteenth century was a regular system of punctuation 
worked out. 

On the whole what the author wants to say and how he wishes to express it 
affect the punctuation. He should have a sense of literary propriety and a 
knowledge of what constitutes good usage among writers. He should remember 
that the modern writer uses about half as many punctuation marks as the 
writers of fifty years ago. If he follows these few suggestions—editors will rise 
to call him blessed! 


CIVILIAN NAVAL RESERVE 


Beginning this month the Civilian Naval Reserve is putting on a membership 
drive. It offers, in addition to military training, rare educational advantages. 
Those who may enro!l are: (A) Navy, Coast Guard and Marine Corps 
veterans of World War II, of any age, who served honorably for more than 
six months, (B) Veterans of any other U.S. military service between the ages 
of 17 to 39 inclusive and (C) Non-veterans in this same age group. 

A member of the Reserve may learn radar, sonar, radio and electronics, 
as well as participating in military maneuvers. Units will be assigned small, 
easily handled Navy ships so that members can organize their own short 
training cruises in local waters. Submarines will be available for those who 
elect to join the proud gang of submariners and first line planes for those who 
wish to retain or improve their flying skill. 

Now, with the coming of peace, proponents of disarmament are again raising 
their voices. We must not forget that twice within thirty years, because we 
tried to live among the family of nations with inadequate defenses, we had to 
hold the enemy off with one hand while hurriedly building up a war machine 
with the other. With an adequate reserve force, a moderately sized army and 
navy will suffice. The Civilian Naval Reserve is a part of just such a force and 
should be supported by every right thinking American.—]ames H. Keith.

BOOK REVIEW 


-“The Dentist’s Own Business” by 
Arthur A. Campbell, First Edition, 113 
pages. Price $5.00. The Blakiston Com- 
pany, Philadelphia, 1946. 

While this book is dedicated particu- 
larly to young men entering practice and 
to returning veterans, it is filled with 
provocative statements and helpful sug- 
gestions for every dentist who is inter- 
ested in bettering his practice. The time 
has passed when it is unnecessary for a 
dentist to be ‘a good business man for 
sound business practices are essential to 
success. However, the author hastens to 
point out that a dentist can be a good 
business man and still be a failure. Many 
men who have accepted and practiced 
the dogmatic principles advocated by in- 
dividuals interested only in making the 
practice of dentistry a business have 
failed because their theory of practice 
bordered on commercialism. 

‘Dr. Campbell states that keeping 
books does not mean that a professional 
man is commercializing his profession. 
No dentist enters practice with much 
knowledge of the proper conduct of a 
practice or the economic principles in- 
volved. It must be acquired through 
study of the subject. It becomes easy if 


the basic principles are understood. The 


author admits, however, that no man 
can tell the other fellow exactly what to 
do. But to read about it will do very 
little good unless he adopts that which 
meets his approval and puts it to work. 
The book contains cogent discussions 
of many phases of the business side of 
dental practice including records, mak- 
ing estimates, files and billing, collec- 
tions, credit, banking, monthly sum- 
maries, types of offices, the assistant, 
preparations for the day, opening and 
closing the office, and patient routine. In 
fact one of the stimulating features of 
the book is the breakdown of practice 
management into so many subjects with 
individual treatment given to each. 


The use of a rotating appointment 
book which can be made up in an attrac- 
tive loose-leaf binder with printed but 
undated day sheets upon which not only 
the appointment but the actual time 
spent in operation, the service rendered 
and the fee can be recorded. The sheets 
can be dated by the assistant and days 
when the dentist does not work can be 
omitted from the book. The combined 
appointment and day sheet can be re- 
moved from the book and kept on the 
operating cabinet for ready reference 
and use and the first sheet in the ap- 
pointment book beside the telephone 
will be the next day’s appointment 
schedule. 


_ The writer believes that many dentists 
punish themselves unnecessarily by re- 
taining methods and records not suitable 
to their practices and that those who are 
carrying on an incorrect program should 
spend a little time and effort in learning 
to better serve themselves. Usually no 
record is kept of unproductive time and 
the dentist is blissfully ignorant of its 
importance. The daily appointment rec- 
ord advocated will inform the dentist of 
his unproductive time and his amaze- 
ment will stimulate his efforts to re- 
strict it. 

It is essential to satisfactory business 
relations that an estimate of the cost of 
treatment should be given the patient 
in advance. The writer states that there 
are very few dentists who occupy such 
an exalted position that they can do as 
they please and then render a statement 
for any amount they think justified. With 
the importance of this aspect of practice 
in mind, a detailed discussion is given 
of the methods for making a careful 
mouth examination and an estimate of 
cost. The method of giving several esti- 
mates to the same patient with the lower 
estimates based on service of substandard 
quality and the use of models showing

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


PORTAL HOUSE NOW OPEN 


Portal House, a treatment center for 

rsons receiving public assistance who 
cannot hold jobs because of alcoholism, 
has been opened by the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Welfare. Dr. Anton J. Carlson, 
Professor Emeritus of Physiology at the 
University of Chicago and President of 
the National Research Council on Prob- 
lems of Alcohol, is chairman of the Ad- 
visory Committee and has many of the 
outstanding physiologists of the country 
serving with him. Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, 
Vice President in charge of professional 
schools of the University of Illinois and 
professor of physiology at that institution, 
is vice chairman of the group. 

The objective of the new service is to 
restore alcoholics from a state of de- 


pendency and social encumbrance to - 


constructive living and useful productiv- 
ity. Alcoholism, according to Dr. Carlson, 
has become a major social and public 
health problem and there are indications 
that the war has not rendered the prob- 
lem less urgent. The Department of 
Welfare hopes that Portal House will 
“open a door to a new way of life” for 
many men and their families. 


DISABILITY PLAN PAYS 


The Disability Plan of the Chicago 
Dental Society now has been in effect for 
eighteen months. Approximately sixty 
per cent of the active eligible members 
are enrolled. In this period a total of 
three hundred and nine claims have 
been reported, of which two hundred 
and fifty-seven have received final pay- 
ment and, therefore, are now closed 
out. The remaining fifty-two cases are 
of longer duration and partial payments 
are still being made on them. The actual 
paid cases total $66,584.80. This amount 
has been paid out as follows: 152 under 
$200; 83 from $200 to $500; 13 from 


$500 to $1,000; 3 from $1,000 to $2,000; 
3 from $2,000 to $3,000 and 3 from 
$3,000 to $4,000. 

The cases of the more serious type 
drew correspondingly large amounts. 
One member drew $3,822.50 for various 
ailments. Another member drew $3,662.- 
50 when stricken with phlebitis. A pay- 
ment of $3,528.27 was made on a heart 
case. Of the fourteen cases reported in 
this bracket, four were attributable to 
heart disease of various kinds. The above 
payments are only up to date and fur- 
ther payments will be made, as all the 
aforementioned are still disabled. 


VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 
ISSUES NEW FORM 


VA Form 10-2570, Dental Examina- 
tion and Treatment Record, has been re- 
vised. Use of the revised form will ex- 
pedite the issuance of examination and 
treatment authorizations by the Veterans 
Administration. Clerical work has been 
reduced by eliminating several forms 
now used as you will observe upon re- 
ceipt of your first revised VA Form 10- 
2570. 

The new form provides that the Par- 
ticipating Dentist notify the veteran 
when to report for examination or treat- 
ment, whichever applies. 

After you have made the examination 
and signed your name in the appro- 
priate box, be sure to remove Page 7 of 
the packet before returning the packet 
to the Veterans Administration office of 
issuance. 


VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 
OFFICE OF ISSUANCE 


When the VA Form 10-2570 is re- 
turned to you by the Veterans Admin- 
istration and you have completed the 
authorized treatment, sign your name in 
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the box indicated, remove Page 4 of the 
packet and mail the remaining pages to 
the Veterans Administration office of is- 


suance. 

Treatment will continue to be author- 
ized on the old VA Form 10-2570 for 
those veterans whose examinations were 
made on the old form. 


CHICAGO-COOK COUNTY 
SURVEY 


At the request of local health and wel- 
fare agencies, an investigation was re- 
cently completed by the United States 
Public Health Service of the health needs 
and resources in the Chicago-Cook 
County area. 

As a result of these studies the inves- 
tigators recommended the employment 
of additional dental personnel in the city 
and county health departments, expan- 
sion of dental health education activi- 
ties, continuation of studies of the dental 
needs of preschool children, establish- 
ment of in-service training for employed 
professional personnel, increase in the 
number of hospital dental internes and 
provision for their supervision and adop- 
tion of a uniform system of dental rec- 
ords for all agencies providing dental 
care. 


COMMUNITIES NOW USING 
FLUORINE IN DRINKING 
WATER 


According to the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, fluorine studies 
are now being conducted in five cities in 
the United States and one in Canada. In 
each case one part per million has been 
added to the commercial water supply. 

The cities conducting the studies are: 
Grand Rapids and Midland, Michigan; 
Sheboygan, Wisconsin; Newburgh, New 
York; Evanston, Illinois and Brantford, 
Canada. 

The Journal warns that the addition 
of sodium fluoride to drinking water to 
inhibit caries among children is still 
largely experimental and should not be 
attempted on a universal basis. In the 
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meantime it is perfectly possible for den- 
tists to apply diluted solutions of sodium 
fluoride to the teeth of child patients dur. 
ing the course of regular dental treat. 
ments. 


UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS 
REFRESHER COURSES 


The University of Illinois College of 
Dentistry will offer two new refresher 
courses in “Complete Denture Prosthe- 
sis” and “Crown and Bridge Prosthesis” 
starting July 7. 

Dr. Isaac Schour, associate dean of the 
college in charge of postgraduate stud- 
ies, announced that each course will be 
of four weeks’ duration. Classes will be 
conducted from g a. m. to 5 p. m., Mon- 
day through Friday. 

Dr. W. H. Kubacki, professor of pros- 
thetic dentistry, and his staff will in- 
struct the course in “Complete Denture 
Prosthesis.”” The second course, “Crown 
and Bridge Prosthesis,” will be taught by 
a staff headed by Dr. S. D. Tylman. 

Dr. Schour disclosed that enrollment 
would be limited to six in each class. The 
courses will be offered by the University 
under the provisions of the G.I. Bill of 
Rights. 

A twelve-week refresher course cover- 
ing almost every field of dentistry will be 
offered starting September 8. The course 
will be available in its entirety or in spe- 
cial units.

The Council on Dental Education of 
the American Dental Association has 
announced its recognition and approval 
of the newly formed American Board 
of Oral Surgery. The officers of the 
Board are: Dr. Howard C. Miller of Chi- 
cago, president; Dr. Carl W. Waldron of 
Minneapolis, vice-president ; Dr. Leslie M.

dentistry of inferior quality to gain a 

higher fee is soundly condemned. 

A chapter is devoted to payment ar- 
rangements which contains a number of 
practical and helpful suggestions on the 
management of this important detail. 
In the chapter on collections the author 
briefly describes his method of billing 
delinquent accounts and a copy of his 
collection letter is illustrated. 

The book is clearly written and all 
of the record forms are well illustrated. 
The pages are large size but are neatly 
bound with a ring binder simulating in 
style the loose-leaf notebook system for 
record keeping and filing which the 
author uses. In a sense the book has a 
narrow base in that it presents only one 
system and one point of view. But its 


intent is to describe a method that has 
proved efficient in a successful practice 
so that others seeking to better their busi- 
ness technics may have a guide. This 
purpose it fulfills —Robert G. Kesel.
